Which they have (o ofcen ſworne, vowed, proteſted, and declare 
t5 doe, that they thould be ſo negligent in pzrforming their cruſt and dirty, and making goof 
their Oathes, and Vowes, in noredoing usjuſtice and right,according tothe Lawes of the 
Kingdo:ve, (who have lega!ly and formally, long ſince appealed rothem for thar end, ) buc 
ſuffer before their faces, the tyrannicall Houſe of Lords, arbitrariſy and illegally to deſtroy 
us 3 and to tread and trample ynder their feer,the lawes and liberties, of all the Commons of 
England, and ſq by cenſequence raake us all yOu and Slavescotheir ryrannicall luſts*and} 
wills, ;  w 2 .

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But confidering that by natures principall, we are bound to the uemoſt of our power 6 


preſerve our ſelyzs, and ro leave no wayes and meanes ynattempred that cends thereunto, 
we cannot yer fit tifl, but goe on, and the rather becavſe our Iudges te whom we have 


appealedto for juſtice; tell us in 'their Declaration o*the 19. My 1642.1 part book, decl, 


Pag. 207. That this law is as old as theKing dome. Thar theKing dome muſt not be withoue 
6 meanes to preſerye it ſelfe, theground and reaſon of which Law, extends to the benehir of 
evcry particular individual! man in the Kingdome, -whoſe deſtruRtion, contrary to the law 
of che Land js indeayoured by thoſe that ſhould preſerye them, which is our caſe, as well ag 
it was theirs, finreference ro the Kinz) with whom we have to doe, and therefore we defire 
f5r rheſarisfying of all co whom this 15di-eRed, to declare outof their owne D clarations, 
ckeir arguments againſt 1c King, when he ceaſed (as they fay, pig. 580, 636.) ro extend bis 
lepall proteft on and juſtice to them ; but this by the way, we muſt a yer, that we are very 
conkdent the Kingis ten -cimes more fortified, and hedged about with the Law of the King» 
dome, then thts are Which we dem-nſt-ate thus, they are all as they call themſelyes, Sube 
je, and therefore though their privilzdges be great, as they are Parliament- men, yer they 
arc (or at leaſt ouzhe ro by) by their owne confeſli>n, (uby:& to the ſeverity of the Law, in 
caſes of creaſon, f-lony and breach of che pexce, 1 part boek decl.pag. 48 .27$. which is alſo 
gyerred by that able and learnedLawyer, Sir Edward Cockin bis 2. par iff. chap of the 
bigb Court of Parliam-et, fol. 25. which baoke is publih'd by their owne fpeeiall Order, 
bur we read not in any of cher Declacations, that they chemſelyes ayer any ſuch thing of the 
Kung. 

And therefore if by tchemſclyes, their arguments be efteemed juſt and ſound againſt him 
for not doing his 4uty (who is mu:h more fortifi:d by law thenthemſelves) then muck 
more when they ceaſe to doe their duty, and in praQtiſe deſtroy the lawes and liberties sf the 
Kingdome, and (ubj, & the free men thereof ty an Arbitrary and tyrannicall power, (which 
we ayer they have done us) will their owne arguments ſcrye and be ſound and gvod againſt 
themſelyes.

A 14 we ſay we wiſhi'it may nor, to 
theſetting up of atyranny of another nature, bur worſe then the former we groancd under, 
But we goon totheir anſwer of the Kings p>ſi-ions, which anſweris aanex24 to their grear 
D-claration of the 2, Vo. 1642.where inthe thicd anſwer pag.7 26. they fav, that we did and 
doe ſay, that a Parliament may diſpoſtof any thing, wherein the King or any Subicet bath g 
right, ia ſuch way as that the Kingdo ne may not be in danger threby, and that if the King, 
being bumbly ſought unto by bis Parliament, ſhill refuſe to wyne with them in ſuch caſes, the 
repreſentative body of the Kingdome is notto (fi: ſtill, and ſee the Kingdume prrith before 
their eyes, and of this danger they are [udges. Here may be an excellent argument drawn trom 
the greater to thelefſ*, which will undentably hold good azainftche Ar icrary and 1llegall 
praRiſesof the Partiament, which we in our particulars groare under. | 
Naw all theſe things conſidered, we hope ic cannot be juſtly taken ill at our hands by the 
Pail: ament, nor by any 1ationall or underſtanding man in the Kingdome, though: ne yer (a, 
much deyoted unto implicite, and blind Presbyterian, Synodian obedience, it wefor our 
preſeryation {hill tread in the Parliament fteps, by arpealing ro the People agunſt them, as: 
they did againſt the King, eſpecially confidering they deale worſe with us then ever he deals 
with them, focke did not aQually impriſon their badic, and thereby rob-them of their li= 
berties, trades, livelyhoods, and ſubfiſtance, and allow them nothing eo live upon, andex= 
poſe their whole families, (ro the ey? of reaſon to) an uvayoydable,tamiſhing and periih= 
ang condition; all and eyery of which, contrary to the law of the Land, juſtice, reaſon and 
confciznce) they have aQually with a great deale of Barbarous cruelty done to us, andlike 
deafe Adders ſtop their carc$sagaint all our juſt cries and Petitions, and are worle then the 
unrighteous judge, whom no zmportunity will overcome, and will neither by the Jaw of the 
land ery us, nur all»w us , as by law they ovgh414t, meanes ro liye upon, bur keep us contrary 
to all law, cquitie,jultice, reaſon and conſcience, in p iſon, ro murther and deſtroy us, and) 
wiyesand young intants. Oa ! thourighteous and jult tudge of all che world, arife, ar.fe, 
and for thy owne glorivus nam: fake, make bare and naked thy owne (overuga and almigh= 
ty are of juſticc, and viGbly ro the view of men, doe juſtice berwixt us, and puniſh. in 
thine indignation, thoſe of them vr us, where the true and juſt: cauſe of offence: and guile

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lyes in this particular controyerfie berwixt us; yn thou thar ftileſt thy ſelfe ro be a God 
hearing prayer, and that heares the ſighs and greancs of thy diſtreficd ones, heare in Hea.

Bur before we doe ſolemnly, ſerioufly and af#ually appeale to thepeople, as of neceſliry, if 
by chem we cannor injoy juſtice and right, and the benefit ofthe known and untepealed 
Llawes ofthe land which is all we crave or deſire; (we both muſt and will: coſt it hanging or bur- 
ning or whatever it will) wedefire from their owne words to make our way Plaine before 
hand, and the more toleave them without excuſe before God, and all our fellow Commons 
cfEngland. ſeeing s;'n for 5kin, and all that a man bath, will he give for bis I fe, lob 2, 

And therefore in the firſt place, we muſt profefſe in their owne words, in thzir declaration 
to the States of Holland ; pag, 645, that we bave no other defiance in the world, but not tole 
deftroyed, and ſave our ſelv.s. L1wes, Liberties and Freedomes,and let them not ſay,jf we ſhould 
formally appzale tothe pzople, char we maliciouſly indeavpur to diffolve the whole frame and 
conſtitution of rhe civill policy and government of this Kingdome, into the origina'! Law 0 


nature, by arraigning and condemning before the people, the High Court of Parliament] 


from whence legally cheie can be no appealc,' we doe truly confeſle (and owne) the Honous 
rable Houſe of Commons, (whoſe juft intereſt we honour with all our hearts) tobe ro us 
the legill fupreame ran in the Kingd-me, from whom we conceire in law we have no 
highec appeale, bur if the houſe of Commons will not dove us iuftice and right, ad /o dife 
charee their truſt and duty, bur ſuffer the Lords contrary to the Law of the Land (which they 
have ſworne to mamntaine) to murther and deſt-oy us, our wives and children, and by conſe- 
quence heliberry of all the Commons of En2}and, « we cannot nor dire not, for feare of 
being trajtorous and ſellsnious to our ſelves, fir MII. and willingly ſuffer our ſelves contrary ta 


"thegood and juſt Lawesand conſtitutions of the Kingdome ro be g:ſtroyed by the Lords ; 
who in Law have no more 


power to comtcit our bodics to priſon (being Commoners,) then 
we have to commit theirs. 


Therefore, it is not we, but they themſelyes, thar diſſolve the legall frarre and conſtitution 
of the civill policy and governmenr ofthe Kingdome by ſuffericg will and luſt, bur rot Jaw, 
ro rule and governe us,aud fo reduce us into the originall Law of nature, forevery man to 
preſerve and defend himſelfe rhe beſt he can, and therefore ir muſt be (© (for ſo ir-is) we in 
their owne words pap 690. ſay in G?ds name let thepeople indge every man within his owne 
breaſt, whether they or we are moſt guilty of the foreſaid chaige. 

But we come totheir owne words intheir appealing to the people, and craving their 
aid and afſiſtancc tohelpe to preſerve them, againſt thoſe that (they ſay) contra y tro Law 
would haye deſtrc yed them, and we ſhall begin in the firſt place with the proteſtation which 
the.y mage and tooke the 3, of 1 y 1641, and by an Order of the 5, May 1641. give their 
approbarion to the raking it by any Commoner of England. In the preamble of which, they 
ſpend much time to demon ſtrate, /hat there bave beexe and ſtill is a firong indeavour by a Ma- 
lignant party ts ſubvert the ſundameneall Lawes of England, ex. Aad to introduce the exerciſe 

' of an arbitrary and tyrannicall gover: ment, and therefore they ſweare and proteſt, they will 
muintaine the lawfnll rights and liberties of the Subicft, andevery perſon that meth this prote- 
Bation, in what ſorvcr de ſhall doe in the lawfull purſuance of the fame» And to my power, and as 
{at as lawfully 1 may, [ will oppoſe ard by all good wayes and meanes indeavour to bring to coxn- 
digne Pun ſhment all ſuch, whether Lords or Members of the Houſe of Commons without ex- 
ception) as ſhall, citber by force, praftice, counſels, plots, conſpiracics, do arty thing t0 
zbe contr wy, and by their Vore ofthe 30. of Zuxe, 264 1, They ſay, that what perſon ſoe- 
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yer that will nottake this protefſtation, is unfitto Leare cfhce in the Church or Cemmon 
Wealth,
